"The  Home  Demonstration  V/ork  has  "been  the  means  of  bringing  together  people 
who  had  been  separated  by  comirunity  jealousies  and  feuds.    It  has  shown  public 
spirited  business  men  and  women  how  to  stimulate  self-help.    That  certainly  is 
the  wisest  form  of  philanthropy. 

"It  is  not  difficult  to  see  the  ultimate  object  and  aim  of  the  work  which  is 
now  being  done  by  the  four  hundred  women  cotinty  £.gents  in  the  Southern  States. 
Doubtless  everyone  has  an  ideal  in  her  mind  of  the  home  healthful,   the  home  ef- 
ficient, the  home  beautiful.    These  ladies  are  now  being  ceJled  upon  for  advice 
in  home  equipment  and  heme  building.    It  is  a  matter  of  a  very  short  while  until 
they  '/Vill  be  cr.lTed  u^on  for  '=id"ic'=  in  e"°r ■"thing  th^t  tonds  to  make  a  comforta- 
ble and  artistic  home,  just  as  the  men  county  agents  are  called  upon  in  all 
problems  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  farm  itself." 

The  stamp  of  "First  Aid"  is  placed  on  the  established  fact  of  this  predicted 
truth  in  August,  1919,  when  Professor  Martin  shov/s  conclusively  that  the  "four 
hundred  have  become  more  than  a  thousand  women  agents  all  working  effectively 
along  the  very  lines  indicated."
